Hon.  Silas  A.  Holcomb,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Nebraska, 

Deab  Sib  :  We  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Board 
of  Transportation  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1895. 

The  extreme  and  unprecedented  dry  weather  prevailing  not  only 
in  this  section  but  also  in  the  surrounding  states  during  the  summer 
of  1894,  whereby  the  yield  of  farm  products  was  reduced  to  a 
minimum,  caused  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  railroad  business 
in  this  state.  Very  little  grain  has  been  shipped  out  during  the 
past  year,  and  no  more  products  brought  in  than  were  absolutely 
necessary  to  supply  the  urgent  needs  of  the  people.  A  glance  at 
the  reports  of  the  difiercnt  railroads  doing  business  in  this  state 
shows  a  large  falling  off  of  their  receipts  during  this  period,  and 
that  in  order  to  meet  this  decrease  the  railroads  have  reduced  their 
operating  expenses  to  as  low  a  figure  as  is  consistent  with  safety  in 
carrying  on  their  operations.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  em- 
ployees alone  has  been  very  great ;  for  instance,  on  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Quincy  system  their  entire  line,  containing  something 
like  eight  thousand  miles  of  road,  shows  eight  thousand  less  em- 
ployees on  June  30, 1895,  than  on  June  30, 1894;  and  the  Chicago,. 
Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  had  employed  on  its  en- 
tire system  of  four  thousand  four  hundred  ninety  miles,  in  1893, 
thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  thirty-four  men,  while  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1895,  with  the  same  mileage,  they  employed  but 
nine  thousand  eight  hundred  seventy-seven  men.  Nebraska,  oF 
course,  received  its  portion  of  employes  discharged.  There  has 
been  no  increase  in  the  equipment  of  the  roads;  in  fact,  the  equip- 
ment being  hardly  kept  up  in  the  number  of  cars  to  what  it  was  in^ 
1894. 
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There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  miles  of  road  in  the 
hands  of  receivers  since  our  last  report.  The  only  change  is  that 
in  which  the  receivers  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  system,  hold- 
ing and  operating  that  property,  has  been  changed  in  this  respect : 
The  property  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  first  went 
into  the  hands  of  the  receivers  by  virtue  of  a  suit  instituted  by  one 
of  the  stockholders  of  that  road.  In  January  of  this  year  some  of 
the  first  mortgage  bond-holders  brought  suit  to  foreclose  the  mort- 
gage given  to  secure  the  payment  of  their  bonds,  and  the  same  re- 
ceivers were  appointed  to  operate  and  control  said  road  as  were  ap- 
pointed in  the  first  instance;  i,  e.,  S.  H.  H.  Clark,  Oliver  W.  Mink, 
E.  Ellery  Anderson,  John  W.  Doane,  and  Frederic  R.  Coudert. 
The  St.  Joseph  &  Grand  Island  railroad,  being  a  part  of  the  prop- 
erty in  the  hands  of  these  receivers,  seems  to  have  been  separated 
from  the  balance  of  the  property  and  ordered  to  be  sold,  the  sale  to 
take  place  some  time  this  next  winter.  What  will  be  done  with  the 
rest  of  the  property  seems  to  be  a  question  that  is  extremely  diffi- 
cult for  congress  and  all  parties  interested  to  solve.  There  will, 
undoubtedly,  be  some  legislation  during  this  session  of  congress 
looking  towards  the  solution  of  this  problem. 

MAXIMUM   RATE   CASES. 

The  legislature  at  its  last  session  appropriated  the  sum  of  $26,000 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expense  already  incurred  and  to  be 
incurred  in  the  proper  defense  of  the  maximum  rate  cases.  As  has 
been  already  reported,  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
district  of  Nebraska  entered  a  decree  perpetually  enjoining  the  en- 
forcement of  the  rates  provided  in  the  maximum  rate  law  on  the 
ground  that  the  rates  therein  prescribed  were  unreasonably  low. 
From  the  decision  of  this  court  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  circuit 
court  of  appeals  for  the  eighth  circuit.  That  court  held  that  it  had 
no  jurisdiction  in  the  matter,  and  that  the  proper  court  to  try  and 
determine  the  appeal  from  the  decisions  of  the  circuit  court  in  these 
cases  was  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States.  The  proper  pro- 
ceedings were  taken  to  immediately  carry  the  cases  to  this  latter 
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tribunal,  and  on  August  3d  last  the  three  eases  were  filed  in  the 
.office  of  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States. 
There  has  been  a  motion  prepared  and  filed  in  each  of  the  cases  to 
have  it  advanced  on  the  docket,  and  the  indications  are  that  all  of 
these  cases  will  be  finally  submitted  and  determined  at  this  term  of 
the  United  States  supreme  court. 

TRANSFER  SWITCH   OASES. 

There  are  a  number  of  cases  pending  before  the  Board  at  the 
present  time  awaiting  the  final  decision  of  the  supreme  court  of  this 
state  regarding  the  constitutionality  of  the  transfer  switch  law. 
Suits  were  instituted  in  the  district  courts  of  Colfax  county  and  of 
Holt  county  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  that  law.  The  district 
courts  of  these  counties  held  that  the  law  was  unconstitutional,  in 
that  it  was  an  amendment  to  section  113  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  state  of  Nebraska.  The  cases  were  taken  to  the  supreme  court 
of  this  state  and  argued  and  submitted  at  the  September  terra.  No 
decision,  as  yet,  has  been  handed  down  by  the  court. 

Owing  to  business  depression,  caused  by  the  failure  of  crops  and 
the  stringency  of  the  timeq^  there  has  been  comparatively  few  com- 
plaints filed  in  (his  office  against  the  various  railroad  companies. 
There  have  been  a  number  of  verbal  complaints  made  to  members 
of  the  Board,  who  have,  without  a  single  exception,  without  resort- 
ing to  formal  or  legal  procedure,  succeeded  in  having  matters  ad- 
justed. These  matters  have  not  been  made  of  record,  but  neverthe- 
less th^y  very  frequently  have  involved  important  questions.  With 
the  return  of  business  prosperity  and  the  successful  raising  of  a 
crop,  business  in  this  office  will  undoubtedly  increase,  and  especially 
if  the  transfer  switch  law  and  the  maximum  rate  law  are  held  valid, 
this  Board  will  have  its  hands  full  in  adjusting  the  different  ques- 
tions that  will  arise  from  the  enforcement  of  either  of  these  laws. 

WAREHOUSE    DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  labored  under  two  serious  difficulties  during 
the  past  year.     The  greatest  of  which  was  the  failure  to  raise  good 
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«rops  in  certain  parts  of  the  state.  The  other  was  defects  in  the 
present  warehouse  law,  which  the  legislature  failed  to  remedy  so 
the  object  sought  l)y  the  law  could  be  carried  out  and  the  benefit 
expected  could  be  realized.  As  the  law  is  now,  the  operations  of 
this  department  are  almost  confined  to  the  larger  cities,  such  cities 
as  where  a  warehouse  of  Class  "A"  can  be  located.  At  no  time 
since  this  law  has  been  in  force  has  a  warehouse  of  Class  '^B^'  been 
licensed,  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  promotion  of  warehouses 
of  that  class  was  undoubtedly  the  object  aimed  at  by  the  framer 
of  the  law.  At  present,  as  the  law  stands,  it  takes  a  petition  of 
two  or  more  warehousemen  of  Class  "B"  of  the  same  county  or 
city  to  authorize  the  appointing  of  a  grain  inspector  for  that  lo- 
cality. This  is  a  defect  that  has  prevented  tlie  licensing  of  several 
warehouses  in  the  smaller  towns,  at  places  where  the  producer  could 
haul  his  grain  and  store  it,  using  the  receipts  to  either  hold  or  sell  the 
grain.  This  undoubtedly  was  the  main  object  of  this  law,  yet,  owing 
to  these  defects,  such  results  have  not  been  attained  as  were  antici- 
pated. The  present  law  should  be  so  amended  that  warehouses 
could  be  licensed  to  do  business  at  any  place, — that  is,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Board  a  proper  and  convenient  point;  also  to  provide 
for  only  one  chief  grain  inspector,  with  such  assistants  at  such 
points  as  will  be  necessary.  In  this  way  inspection  can  be  provided 
at  all  points  where  needed.  Such  inspection  will  also  be  uniform 
and  will  thereby  tend  to  establish  the  different  grades  of  grain,  and 
also  to  have  our  inspection  better  recognized  and  acknowledged  in 
other  places.  Even  as  it  is,  our  inspection  has  been  recognized  by 
foreign  buyers,  especially  when  the  grain  has  been  inspected  by  the 
same  person. 

The  law  should  also  provide  for  all  the  officers  in  this  depart- 
ment to  be  appointed  by  the  Board.  As  it  is,  the  Board  appoints 
all  of  them  except  the  chief  grain  inspectors,  who  are  appointed 
by  the  governor;  and  it  has  happened  since  the  existence  of  this 
law  that  it  would  have  been  conducive  to  the  successful  and  eco- 
nomic carrying  out  of  this  law  if  the  appointing,  removing,  and 
controlling  power  had  been  centered  in  one  body.  We  also  desire 
to  suggest  that,  in  our  opinion,  it  would  tend  to  promote  the  objects 
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contemplated  by  this  law  if  the  banking  law  of  this  state  was 
amended  in  this  respect;  that  the  fifteen  per  cent  reserve  required 
of  banks  in  cities  and  villages  of  less  than  25^000  inhabitants  be 
increased  to  twenty-five  per  cent,  with  a  provision  that  two-fifths 
thereof  may  be  represented  by  warehouse  receipts  for  grain  when 
accompanied  by  insurance,  on  the  grain  to  the  amount  of  such  insur- 
ance, provided  it  does  not  exceed  the  local  price  of  such  grain. 

We  will  take  the  liberty  in  our  next  report  of  submitting  to  you 
a  draft  of  a  law  that  we  think  will  remedy  the  defects  discovered  in 
the  present  law,  and  that  will  better  allow  of  the  reaping  of  the 
benefits  desired.

Complaint  was  filed  July  7,  1894,  setting  forth  that  complain- 
aut  is  damaged  by  reason  of  the  overflow  of  his  land  caused  by  the 
lack  of  drainage  under  the  road-bed  of  defendant's  line  of  railroad. 
This  matter  was  taken  up  personally  with  the  superintendent  of  the 
railroad  company  and  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of  complainant.

The  petition  was  filed  July  25,  1894,  asking  that  defendant  rail- 
road company  be  required  to  construct  and  maintain  a  wagon  road 
crossing  over  its  line  of  road  where  the  said  wagon  road  is  laid  out 
by  the  county  authorities  for  road  district  No.  17  across  said  rail- 
road. 

A  regular  summons,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  was 
served  upon  the  railroad  company,  and  in  answer  thereto  the  rail- 
road company  set  forth  that  said  wagon  road  was  never  properly 
and  legally  laid  out  across  said  railroad  track;  that  the  line  of  rail- 
road adjoining  was  built  long  prior  to  the  location  of  said  wagon 
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road;  that  in  laying  out  the  road  across  defendant's  railroad  track 
and  right  of  way  the  county  authorities  had  never  caused  to  be  de- 
termined the  amount  of  damages  accruing  to  defeivdant  railroad 
company  by  the  taking  of  part  of  its  right  of  way  for  the  use  of 
said  wagon  road,  and  that  no  damages  therefor  had  ever  been  paid. 

After  several  continuances,  a  hearing  was  had  at  Emerson,  Da- 
kota county,  September  14,  1894.  Present,  Secretaries  Dilworth 
and  Kountz,  on  tl>e  part  of  the  Board;  Wm.  P.  Warren,  county 
attorney,  for  the  plaintiff,  and  J.  B.  Barnes,  attorney  for  the  de- 
fendant. The  testimony  of  numerous  witnesses  was  taken  and  a 
recess  had  for  a  couple  of  hours  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the 
crossing.  After  the  inspection,  propositions  for  compromise  and  a 
change  in  the  location  of  the  road  where  it  crosses  the  railroad 
track  were  suggested  and  taken  under  advisement  by  the  parties; 
and,  at  the  request  of  both  sides,  further  proceedings  were  stayed 
until  it  could  be  ascertained  whether  a  final  and  satisfactory  adjust- 
ment could  be  made  without  proceeding  to  a  final  determination  by 
the  Board. 

June  12,  1895,  there  was  filed  in  this  office  the  following  stipu- 
lation and  agreement  of  settlement  of  this  case:  ^ 

"Whereas,  the  defendant,  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Omaha  Railway  Company,  has  purchased  fifty  feet  of  ground  ad- 
joining its  right  of  way  on  the.  south  side  of  its  tracks,  extending 
in  a  southwesterly  direction  from  the  line  of  the  Campbell  road,  to- 
wit,  the  road  in  question  in  this  case,  and  from  the  point  where  the 
Campbell  road,  the  road  in  question  herein,  crosses  the  line  of  the 
defendant's  railroad  at  Nacora,  Nebraska,  about  800  feet,  and  has 
also  purchased  a  strip  of  land  100  feet  wide,  adjoining  its  right  of 
way  on  said  north  side  of  its  said  line  of  railroad  extending  from 
the  said  line  of  the  Campbell  road,  aforesaid,  in  a  southwesterly 
direction  800  feet  or  thereabouts ; 

"And  whereas,  the  said  defendant  has  put  the  said  land  in  proper 
shape  and  condition  for  a  road  from  the  line  of  the  said  Campbell 
road  southwesterly  to  the  distance  of  about  800  feet  on  both  sides 
of  its  railroad  track,  and  has  constructed  and  maintains  a  proper 
and  suitable  public  crossing  at  the  said  point,  800  feet  or  there- 
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abouts  southwest  of  the  said  line  of  the  said  Campbell  road  where  it 
crosses  the  defendant  railroad ; 

"And  whereas,  the  same  has  been  accepted  and  is  used  by  the 
public  as  and  for  a  coUnty  road  and  a  public  crossing  over  the  de- 
fendant's line  of  railroad  southwest  from  the  point  where  the  Camp- 
bell road  crosses  the  line  of  the  defendaiit's  railroad  at  Nacbra,  Ne- 
braska, and  as  a  part  of  said  road ; 

"And  whereas,  it  is  agreed  that  the  said  change  of  road  and  pub- 
lic crossing  shall  be  accepted  by  the  said  public,  the  plaintiff  herein, 
in  place  of  the  overhead  crossing  or  viaduct  petitioned  for  in  this 
action : 

"  Now,  therefore,  it  is  stipulated  and  agreed  by  and  between  the 
parties  that  the  said  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha 
Railway  Company  shall,  and  does  hereby,  dedicate  and  convey  the 
right  of  way  and  easement  as  and  for  a  public  road  over  the  lands 
hereinafter  described,  to-wit,  a  strip  of  land  ^50  feet  wide  on  the 
south  side  of  its  right  of  way  at  the  above  mentioned  point  and  ad- 
joining the  said  right  of  way  on  the  south,  extending  to  the  said 
public  crossing  above  mentioned;  and  a  strip  of  land  on  the  north 
side  of  its  right  of  way  and  adjoining  thereto  at  said  point,  50  feet 
wide,  extending  from  the  said  crossing  in  a  northeasterly  direction 
to  its  intersection  with  the  original  line  of  the  said  Campbell  road, 
together  with  all  and  singular  the  lands  and  appurtenances  at  and 
comprising  the  said  public  crossing  above  mentioned,  to  the  said 
county  of  Dakota  and  the  public  thereof  for  the  purposes  of  a  pub- 
lic road  forever. 

"  It  is  therefore  agreed  on  the  part  of  the  said  plaintiff,  by  and 
through  its  attorneys  herein,  that  the  said  plaintiff,  to-wit,  Dakota 
county  and  the  public  thereof,  does  hereby  accept  such  dedication 
and  hereby  authorizes  the  Board  of  Transportation  herein  to  make 
its  formal  order  declaring  the  said  Campbell  road  changed  at  the 
point  in  controversy  in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  and  agree- 
ments and  the  facts  herein;'  and  that  the  dedication  of  the  said  land 
above  mentioned,  together  with  the  public  crossing  and  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  thereof  by  the  defendant,  shall  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  plaintiff  herein  in  place  of  the  overhead  crossing  pe- 
titioned for  in  this  suit.'' 
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It  is  therefore  considered,  ordered,  and  adjudged  by  the  Board  of 
Transportation  that  the  defendant  railroad  company,  the  Chicago, 
St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway  Company,  has  dedicated 
to  the  use  of  the  public  for  a  wagon  road  the  following  described 
land,  to-wit,  a  strip  of  land  fifty  feet  wide  on  the  south  side  of  its 
right  of  way,  extending  in  a  southwesterly  direction  along  said  line 
of  right  of  way  for  the  distance  of  about  eight  hundred  feet  from 
where  the  road,  known  as  the  Campbell  road,  originally  crossed  and 
was  intended  to  cross  said  line  of  railroad;  and  also  said  railroad 
company  has  dedicated  a  strip  of  land  fifty  feet  wide  on  the  north 
side  of  its  right  of  way,  extending  from  the  point  where  said  Camp- 
bell road  was  intended  to  cross  said  line  of  railroad  eight  hundred 
feet  in  a  southwesterly  direction  along  said  north  side  of  its  right  of 
way  and  adjoining  thereto;  and  that  a  crossing  be  made  and  main- 
tained at  said  point  eight  hundred  feet  in  a  southwesterly  direction 
from  said  original  crossing  of  said  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
&  Omaha  road.

In  re  Wagon  Road  Crossing  on  ^ 
the  line  of  road  of  the  Omaha 
&  Republican  Valley  Railway 
Company      at     Holmesville, 
Gage  County,  Nebraska. 

The  attention  of  the  secretaries  was  called  to  this  crossing,  and, 
after  an  investigation  personally  made  by  Secretaries  Dilworth  and 
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KountZy  the  following  findings  of  facts  and  recommendations  were 
made  by  the  secretaries  of  this  Board  and  served  on  the  defendant 
railroad  company  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1894,  to-wits 

"I. 

"That  Holmesville  is  a  village  of  about  three  hundred  inhab- 
itantSy  situated  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Blue  river,  nine  miles  south 
of  Beatrice,  and  five  miles  north  of  Blue  Springs,  in  Gage  county, 
Nebraska,  and  is  quite  a  trading  point  for  farmers  living  in  that 
vicinity,  both  on  the  east  and  west  side  of  said  river,  and  that  the 
county  road  in  question  furnishes  the  only  bridge  crossing  over  the 
Blue  river  between  Beatrice  and  Blue  Springs;  that  there  is  a  large 
flouring  mill  in  said  village  of  Holmesville  that  is  patronized  and 
used  by  the  farmers  of  that  vicinity. 

"  II. 

"That  the  Omaha  &  Republican  Valley  Railway  Company's 
line  of  road  runs  through  said  village  of  Holmesville  on  the  east 
side  of  the  said  river  and  along  the  bank  thereof. 

"III. 

"That  the  county  has  duly  laid  out  and  established  a  road  run- 
ning east  and  west  across  said  Blue  river  and  said  railway  track  at 
the  village  of  Holmesville,  and  that  where  said  wagon  road  crosses 
the  river  the  county  has  constructed  an  iron  bridge  about  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  in  length,  the  east  end  of  which  bridge  comes 
within  twenty-five  feet  of  the  west  rail  of  said  railway  track,  and 
is  about  six  feet  higher  than  the  top  of  said  rail,  making  a  very 
abrupt  descent  onto  the  track,  and  then  as  abruptly  ascending  the 
hill  on  the  east  side  of  the  .traGk,'and  that  it  is  impossible  for  a  team 
to  turn  either  to  the  right  or  to  the  left  after  getting  Qnto  the  bridge 
until  after  it  crosses  the  railway  track  coming  from  the  west;  that 
at  the  crossing  the  railway  from  the  south  descends  a  very  sharp 
grade,  and  about  forty  rods  to  the  south  it  makes  a  very  sharp  turn 
around  the  bend  of  the  hill,  and  that  there  are  trees  on  the  right  of 
way  of  said  railway  on  the  west  side  of  said  track  obscuring  the 
view  of  any  one  approaching  from  the  west,  and  that  a  mill,  and 
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the  bend  in  the  hill,  as  aforesaid,  obscures  the  view  of  any  one  com- 
ing from  the  east  to  said  crossing;  and  we  find,  from  the  nature  of 
the  ground  and  its  locality,  and  the  construction  of  the  railway,  that 
said  crossing  is  a  very  unsafe  and  inconvenient  crossing. 

"IV. 

• 

"We  further  find  that  it  would  make  a  much  safer  and  more  con- 
venient crossing,  in  fact  a  reasonably  safe  crossing  for  one  that  is 
on  grade,  if  the  track  was  raised  three  feet,  commencing  at  a  point 
thirty  rail  lengths  north  of  the  east  end  of  said  bridge,  with  a 
gradual  raise  until  the  maximum  of  three  feet  is  reached  at  the  east 
end  of  the  bridge,  and  then  with  a  gradual  descent  for  thirteen  rail 
lengths  south ;  that  it  would  not  only  make  the  crossing  safer  and 
more  convenient,  but  would  also  make  the  railroad  track  safer  by 
raising  it  comparatively  above  high  water  mark;  that  said  tracks 
have  been  overflowed  by  the  Blue  river  as  they  now  are,  and  that 
it  would  add  to  the  safety  of  the  traveling  public,  both  those  using 
the  railway  and  those  traveling  on  the  trains,  if  the  trees  on  the 
west  side  of  the  right  of  way  of  said  railway  were  cut  down  for 
eighteen  rail  lengths  south  of  the  east  end  of  said  bridge. 

"V. 

"We  find  thit  the  cost  of  making  these  improvements,  to-wit, 
the  raising  of  the  track  and  the  cutting  down  of  the  trees,  would 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  fifty  dollars. 

"  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

"We  would  therefore  recommend  that  an  order  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Transportation  of  the  state  of  Nebraska  directing  the 
Omaha  &  Republican  Valley  Railway  Company,  and  the  receiver 
in  charge  thereof,  to  immediately  proceed  to  raise  the  grade  of  said 
railway  at  said  wagon  crossing,  commencing  thirty  rail  lengths 
north  of  the  east  end  of  said  bridge,  with  a  gradual  raise  until  the 
maximum  of  three  feet  is  reached  immediately  at  the  crossing  of 
said  wagon  road,  and  thence  decreasing  to  a  point  thirteen  rail 
lengths  south  of  the  east  end  of  said  bridge,  and  to  cut  down  the 
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trees  on  the  west  side  of  said  right  of  way,  for  eighteen  rail  lengths 
south  of  the  east  end  of  said  bridge/' 

The  foregoing  findings  and  reoommendations  were  served  upon 
the  defendant  raihroad  company  and  the  receivers  thereof;  and, 
afterwards,  the  defendant  railroad  company,  through  its  general 
manager,  E.  Dickinson,  and  its  receivers,  S.  H.  H.  Clark,  Oliver 
W.  Mink,  E.  Ellery  Anderson,  John  W.  Doane,  and  Frederic  R. 
Coudert,  answered  by  saying: 

^' First — The  defense  allege  that  the  order  and  findings  were  not 
sufficient  in  law  to  furnish  ground  for  a  cause  of  action  or  com- 
plaint against  said  respondents. 

'^Second^ — That  the  nature  of  the  pretended  grievance,  set  out  in 
said  order  and  findings,  is  one  in  which  the  Board  of  Transportation 
had  no  jurisdiction. 

"  Third — That  since  the  notice  and  order  were  served  upon  re- 
spondents, they  have^  caused  the  said  railway  track,  bridge,  and 
premises  referred  to  therein,  to  be  carefully  exaniined  by  their  di- 
vision superintendent,  and  that  according  to  such  examination  it 
would  cost,  at  least,  $3,546.60  to  make  the  alterations  and  changes 
required  by  said  .order ;  that  the  necessity  of  malting  such  change 
is  the  result  of  the  erection  of  said  mill-dam  mentioned  in  the  re- 
port of  the  investigation  made  by  their  division  superintendent,  and 
that  by  reason  of  their  making  such  change  it  becomes  necessary  to 
erect  and  maintain  a  wall,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  the  grade, 
but  also  to  protect  the  flume  and  water  wheel  of  the  mill  located 
along  said  stream ;  and  further  submit  that  the  special  cost  of  mak- 
ing such  change  is  the  result  of  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
said  miU-dam,  and  insist  that  the  cost  of  doing  such  work  should 
be  adjusted  and  apportioned  between  the  owners  of  said  mill  and  ^ 
mill-dam  and  said  Gage  county  and  the  respondents;  and  further 
ask  that  the  Qounty  of  Gage  and  the  owners  of  said  mill  and  mill- 
dam  be  made  parties  to  this  proceeding,  and  that  the  time  and  place 
be  determined  by  the  Board  as  to  when  and  where  proof  in  regard 
to  the  matters  submitted  in  said  answer  may  be  furnished.'' 

A  copy  of  the  answer  of  the  railroad  company  and  the  receivers 
thereto  was  forwarded  to  the  county  attorney  of  Gage  county,  yrho 
2 
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thereapon  requested  time  until  after  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
that  county  could  meet  and  determine  as  to  what  .they  desired  to- 
have  done.  The  case  was  thereupon-  continued  until  such  time  as 
the  secretaries  might  fix  afler  hearing  from  siaid  county  attorney, 
notice  of  the  further  proceedings  to  be  given  to  the  parties  inter-- 
esteci*

Petition  filed  January  31,  1895. 

This  is  an  action  brought  by  the  plaintiff  against  the  defendant 
railroad  company  and  its  receivers  for  the  purpose  of  compelling^ 
the  defendants  to  reopen  and  maintain  a  depot  at  Spring  Ranch 
Station,  in  Clay  county,  Nebraska,  on  the  line  of  defendant  road 
running  west  from  Fairfield,  Clay  county,  to  Alma  in  Harlan 
county. 

The  facts,  as  developed  upon  the  trial  of  this  case,  show  that  the 
defendant  railroad  company  was  incorporated  in  1886,  and  by 
amended  articles  of  incorporation,  filed  during  that  year  in  the  office 
of  the  secretary  of  state,  it  was  authorized  to  build,  construct  and 
operate  a  line  of  railroad  from  the  point  near  the  town  of  Fairfield, 
Clay  county,  Nebraska,  to  said  town  of  Alma ;  and  also  to  receive 
aid  by  the  way  of  donations,  bonds,  land  and  other  property,  to 
help  it  in  the  construction  of  its  said  line  of  road. 

Spring  Ranch  precinct  voted  aid  in  the  way  of  bonds  for  the 
.construction  of  said  road,  into  and  through  said  precinct,  in  the 
sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars.  The  bonds  were  voted  upon,  the 
conditions  distinctly  and  expressly  set  forth  in  the  petition  for  an 
election  to  vote  the  bonds,  and  in  the  notice  of  election,  that  the 
said  bonds  should  be  issued  to  the  said  railroad  company  when  said 
road  should  be  built  and  completed  and  be  in  operation  fVom  and 
near  the  town  of  Fairfield,  in  said  Clay  county,  to  the  west  line  of 
Adams  county,  Nebraska;  and  further,  that  said  railroad  should 
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be  built  and  in  operation  on  or  before  the  Slat  day  of  Deoember^ 
1887 ;  and  further,  that  said  railroad  company  should  build  and 
forever  maintain  a  depot  and  station  within  2,640  feet  of  the  Spring 
Ranch  flour  niill  in  said  Spring  Ranch  precinct. 

The  road  was  bailt,  and  was  operated  to  the  west  line  of  Adams 
county  by  the  time  specified,  and  a  depot  was  built  within  the  ter- 
ritory specified,  an  agent  placed  thereat,  and  ever  since  the  first 
opening  of  said  station,  some  time  in  1887,  it  has  been  conducted  as 
a  regular  open  station,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  weeks  two  or 
three  years  ago,  when  it  was  closed  temporarily,  but  on  complaint  to 
this  Board  was  reopened  by  the  company. 

The  bonds  were  delivered  to  the  general  solicitor  of  the  defend* 
ant  railroad  company,  who  had  them  roistered  in  the  state  auditor's^ 
office,  and  the  precinct  has  ever  since  been  paying  the  annual  inter- 
est  thereon. 

On  or  about  the  13th  day  of  October,  1893,  all  of  the  property^ 
and  franchises  of  €he  defendant  railroad  company  was  placed  ii> 
the  hands  of  the  receivers  appointed  by  the  circuit  court  of  the^ 
United  States  in'  and  for  the  district  qf  Nebraska,  in  an  actioo 
therein  pending,  and  yet  undetermined.  What  the  nature  oi  Ibis 
action  is,  and  what  the  objects  it  seeks  to  accomplish  are,  was  not 
shown  in  this  trial.  Ever  since  the  13th  day  of  October,  1893,, 
said  receivers  have  had  control  and  possession  of  all  the  rolling: 
stock,  road-bed,  and  in  fact  all  other  property  of  said  defendant 
railroad  company,  and  have  ever  since  that  date  been  operating 
said  line  of  road.  / 

On  or  about  the  1st  day  of  September,  1894,  said  receivers  re- 
moved the  agent  from  said  Spring  Ranch  Station,  closed  up  the- 
building,  and  ceased  to  keep  said  point  as  an  open  and  regular  sta- 
tion. The  evidence  also  shows  that,  so  far  as  the  actual  furnish- 
ing of  facilities  is  concerned,  there  is  not  a  great  deal  of  difference- 
between  the  way  said  station  is  kept  at  the  present  time  and  when 
it  was  an  open  station,  more  a  matter  of  inconvenience  than  lack  of 
facilities;  that  all  freight  shipped  to  said  station  must  be  prepaid,, 
and  all  freight  shipped  from  said  station  must  be  delivered  at  the- 
train,  and  that  passengers  from  said  station  must  pay  upon  the  traio  ; 
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that  there  is  only  one  train  each  way  oo  week  days,  and  that  a 
mixed  one;  that  it  is  very  irregular  in  its  time,  and  that  the  fact  of 
its  irregularity  causes  a  great  inconvenience  to  people  who  desire  to 
ship  freight  or  travel  on  said  road ;  that  the  train  makes  regular 
stops  thereat  as  formerly;  and  that  another  inconvenience  is  want 
of  telegraph  facilities. 

We  are  met  at  the  outset  of  this  case  with  several  important  and 
complicated  questions. 

First — As  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board  to  make  an  order  to 
the  receivers  appointed  by  the  federal  court. 

Second — As  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board  to  compel  the  com- 
pliance by  a  railroad  company  with  an  agreement  entered  into  by  it 
with  another  party  regarding  the  operation  of  a  road. 

Third — The  effect  of  the  agreement,  as  set  forth  hereinbefore,  in 
this,  whether  it  is  such  an  agreement  as  comes  within  the  statute  of 
frauds,  not  to  be  performed  within  a  year  and  not  signed  by  the 
party  to  be  bound. 

Fourth — As  to  whether  the  building  of  a  depot  building  and  af- 
terwards abandoning  the  ^occupancy  of  it  is  a  compliance  with  an 
agreement  to  build  and  maintain  forever  a  depot  at  a  certain  place; 
that  is  to  f^ay,  whether  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  hereinbefore  set 
out,  contemplated  that  a  station  or  depot  mentioned  therein  was  to 
be  one  equipped  with  all  the  necessary  furniture  pertaining  to  an 
o))en  station,  and  an  agent  or  operator  be  stationed  and  kept  thereat. 

Fifth — The  power  and  authority  of  receivers  to  adopt  and  carry 
out  contracts  of  the  company  entered  into  before  the  receivership, 
and  a  right  of  the  opposing  party  to  compel  such  compliance. 

As  to  tjie  fir3t  proposition,  whether  this  Board  has  jurisdiction  to 
make  an  order  to  the  receivers  appointed  by  the  federal  court,  prior 
to  1887,  it  is  questionable  whether  a  proceeding  could  be  had  againdt 
receivers  in  any  coqrt^  or  action,  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the 
appointing  court.  To  remedy  such  defects  to  the  end  that  justice 
might  be  done  speedily,  without  the  trouble  and  expense  of  apply- 
ing to  the  appointing  court  for  leave  to  bring  €iiit against  receivers, 
congress  passed  the  following  law  in  regard  thereto: 

"Section  3.  That  every  receiver  or  manager  pf  any  property,  ap- 
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pointed  by  any  court  of  the  United  States,  may  be  sued  in  respect 
to  any  act  or  transgression  of  his  in  carrying  on  the  business  con- 
nected with  such  property  without  the  previous  leave  of  the  court 
in  which  such  receiver  or  manager  was  appointed/ but  such  suit 
shall  be  subject  to  the  general  equity  jurisdiction  of  the  court  in 
which  such  receiver  or  manager  was  appointed,  so  far  as  the  same 
shall  be  necessary  to  the  ends  of  justice."  (Vol.  24,  page  654, 
United  States  Statutes  at  Large.) 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  Board  has  jurisdiction  to  make 
an  order  upon  receivers  appointed  by  the  federal  court  in  all  mat- 
ters touching  the  operation  of  said  road,  the  same  as  though  no  re- 
ceiver has  been  appointed.  The  rule  seems  to  be,  under  this  statute, 
that  in  all  matters  wherein  it  is  sought  to  deprive  the  receiver  of 
the  control  or  the  possession  of  the  property  placed  in  his  charge, 
then  leave  of  the  court  appointing  him  should  first  be  obtained^ 
but  where  the  action  seeks  only  to  deal  with  his  actions,  or  with  his 
control  of  the  property,  without  seeking  to  deprive  him  of  the  pos* 
session,  then  suit  may  be  brought  directly  without  leave  of  the  ap- 
pointing court  being  first  obtained. 

As  to  the  second  question,  as  to  whether  this  Board  has  jurisdic^ 
tion  to  compel  compliance  by  the  railroad  company  with  an  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  it  with  another  party,  regarding  the  operations 
of  the  road,  we  say : 

That,  ordinarily,  this  Board  has  not  such  jurisdiction;  but  this 
case  seems  to  be  an  exception,  in  this,  that  the  defendant  railroad 
company  built  and  operated  its  line  of  road  through  SpVing  Ranch 
precinct.  A  railroad  contemplates  all  these  things  that  are  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  objects  of  the  corporation, — 
the  road-bed,  rails,  ties,  and  necessary  rolling  stock, — and  as  neces- 
sary as  all  of  these  are  depots. 

The  defendant  company  being  organized  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing and  maintaining  a  railroad,  it  will  be  conclusively  presumed  that 
all  necessary  facilities  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  objects  of  its  crea- 
tion were  contemplated.  This,  of  course,  includes  the  different  sta- 
tions and  depots  along  the  line  of  road.  As  we  look  at  it,  the 
proposition  submitted  by  this  company  to  the  people  of  Spring 
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Ranch  was  not  that  the  company  would  establish  and  maintain  a 
station  that  otherwise  would  not  have  been  established  and  maio'- 
tained^  but  that  it  was  simply  agreed  with  the  people  of  that  pre> 
«inct  that  in  consideration  o£  the  voting  of  the  seven  thousand  dol- 
lars in  bonds,  the  people  of  that  precinct  should  determine  the 
location  of  such  depot.  It  was  not  an  extra  depot  that  was  to  be 
furnished,  simply  the  location  of  one  of  its  regular  stations.  Such 
being  the  case,  we  believe  this  Board  had  jurisdiction  to  make  a 
proper  order  herein, 

Regarding  this  third  proposition,  as  to  whether  an  agreement  en- 
tered into  by  the  Kansas  City  &  Omaha  Railroad  Company  on  one 
«ide,  and  Spring  Ranch  precinct  upon  the  other,  comes  within  what 
is  termed  the  statute  of  frauds,  we  have  this  to  say :  This  contract, 
so  far  as  Spring  Ranch  precinct  is  concerned,  has  been  executed 
upon  its  part,  and  we  think  that  at  the  most,  under  such  circum- 
stances, the  contract  can  only  be  avoidable  one,  not  absolutely  void, 
and  in  order  to  be  voided,  that  it  becomes  necessary  for  each  party 
to  be  placed  in  the  same  position  as  they  were  before  the  contract 
was  entered  into ;  in  other  words,  before  the  Kansas  City  &  Omaha 
Railroad  Company,  or  its  receivers,  can  avoid  this  contract,  it  would 
be  necessary  for  them  to  repay  Spring  Ranch  precinct  the  seven 
thousand  dollars  in  bonds  of  said  precinct. 

In  regard  to  the  fourth  proposition,  as  to  what  was  contemplated 
by  the  words ''depot '' or  " station '^  in  the  before-mentioned  con- 
tract, we  will  say  that  it  is  our  opinion  that  it  meant  what  is  termed 
an  open  station, — that  is,  a  building  furnished  with  the  usual  furni- 
ture pertaining  to  a  station  or  depot,  with  an  agent  in  charge, — ^and 
that  a  vacant  depot  building  alongside  the  right  of  way  of  a  rail- 
road does  not  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  to  build  and 
maintain  a  depot  at  such  place. 

The  fifth  proposition,  that  is,  the  power  and  authority  of  receivers 
to  adopt  and  carry  out  the  contracts  of  the  company  entered  into 
before  the  receivership,  and  the  right  of  any  one  interested  to  com- 
pel such  compliance,  we  have  this  to  say :  This  opens  up  a  very 
close  and  interesting  question,  one  that  will  bear  investigation,  one 
that,  seemingly,  courts  have  differed  upon ;  but  a  careful  research 
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of  the  aathorities  bearing  upon  this  questions  leads  us  to  the  opin-  ' 
ion  that  where  receivers  adopt  part  of  a  contract,  they  are  thereby 
bound  by  the  full  terms  thereof  and  must  carry  out  all  of  its  pro- 
visions. Now,  in  this  case,  it  seems  to  us  that  the  contract  was  as 
follows:  That  the  road  should  be  built  and  operated  with  all  the 
liecessary  equipment  and  facilities  usual  to  the  operation  of  a  rail- 
road, and  that  a  portion  of  the  facilities  contemplated  by  the  opera- 
tion of  the  road  was  to  be  furnished  and  maintained  at  Spring  Ranch 
precinct,  and  in  consideration  of  the  foregoing,  Spring  Kanch  pre- 
cinct furnished  to  said  company  to  aid  in  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  its  line  of  road,  including  the  furnishing  of  the  usual 
facilities  for  the  road,  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  in  bonds. 
Undoubtedly  part  of  this  agreement  is  being  carried  out  by  the 
receivers  to-day,  and  we  believe  that  the  law  will  compel  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  entire  agreement. 

We,  therefore,  make  the  following  findings  and  recommendations : 

First — We  find  that  the  Kansas  City  &  Omaha  Railroad  Com- 
pany is  .a  domestic  corporation  of  the  state  of  Nebraska;  that  it 
built  a  line  of  road  from  a  point  near  Fairfield,  Clay  county,  Ne- 
braska, into  and  through  Spring  Ranch  precinct,  in  said  county, 
and  on,  westerly,  to  the  city  of  Alma,  in  Harlan  county,  Nebraska. 

Second — That  the  precinct  of  Spring  Ranch  vot^  the  sum  of 
seven  thousand  dollars  in  bonds  of  said  precinct  to  aid  in  the  con- 
struction of  and  the  equipment  of  said  road,  and  that  in  considera- 
tion of  said  bonds  said  precinct  was  to  have  the  right  of  determining 
where  a  portion  of  said  road  was  to  be  built  and  maintained. 

Third — That  the  bonds  so  voted  were  delivered  to  the  Kansas 
Oity  &  Omaha  Railroad  Company,  and  that  upon  the  part  of  said 
railroad  company  it  did  build  and  construct  its  road  according  to 
the  terms  of  said  agreement. 

Fourth— That  on  or  about  the  13th  day  of  October,  1893,  all 
the  property  of  said  railroad  company  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
receivers  in  an  action  instituted  in  the  federal  courts,  which  action 
is  still  pending  and  undetermined,  and  that  ever  since  that  date 
said  line  of  railroad  has  been  operated  by  said  receivers. 

Fifth — ^That  on  or  about  the  1st  day  of  September,  1894,  said

'  receiv£rs  ceased  to  operate  and  maintain  a  portion  of  the  appurte- 
nances of  said  road  located  at  Spring  Ranch  precinct,  therein  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  and  by  virtue  of  said  contract;  that  is 
to  say,  they  removed  the  agent  from  said  depot  and  ceased  from 
that  date  to  maintain  said  depot  as  an  open  station* 

Sixth — We  find  that  the  business  transikcted  at  Spring  Ranch 
station  for  some  weeks  prior  to  the  closing  thereof  did  not  demand 
an  open  station,  but  that  at  the  present  time  it  does. 

We  would,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  the  following 
order  b^  adopted  by  this  Board: 

It  is  hereby  ordered,  adjudged,  and  decreed  that  the  Kansas  City 
&  Omaha  Railroad  Company,  and  S.  H.  H.  Clark,  Oliver  Mink^ 
E.  Ellery  Anderson,  John  W.  Doane  and  Frederic  R.  Coudert,  re- 
ceivers of  said  company,  immediately  reopen  said  station  of  Spring 
Ranch,  place  an  agent  thereat,  and  in  all  things  conduct  said  depot 
as  an  open  station. 

A  copy  of  the  above  findings  and  recommendations  were  duly 
served  upon  defendant,  the  Kansas  City  &  Omaha  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  S.  H.  H.  Clark,  Oliver  W.  Mink,  E.  Ellery  Anderson^ 
John  W.  Doane  and  Frederic  R.  Coudert,  receivers.

The  petition  in  this  case  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Transportation  on  the  13th  day  of  March,  1895,  and  sets  forth: 

"First — That  the  defendant  railroad  company  is  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Illinois  and  doing  business 
as  a  railroad  company  within  and  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of 
Nebraska. 

"Second — That  the  defendant  owns  and  operates  various  lines  of 
railroad  in  the  state,  one  of  which  is  a  line  running  from  Omaha^ 
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Douglas  county^  through  the  county  of  Sarpy  to  Plattsmonth,  Cass 
county ;  that  the  town  of  La  Platte^  in  Sarpy  county,  is  located  upon 
said  line  of  railway,  and  is  intermediate  between  the  village  of 
Bellevue,  on  the  north,  and  the  city  of  Plattsmouth,  on  the  south ; 
that  Bellevue  is  six  miles  from  La  Platte  and  that  the  city  of  Platts- 
mouth  is  an  equal  distance  from  said  town  of  La  Platte. 

^' Third — That  said  latter  line  of  railroad  was  built  and  operated 
by  the  Omaha  &  Southwestern  Railway  Company,  a  domeistic  cor- 
poration of  this  state,  and  that  said  line  was  constructed  in  1871 
through  the  town  of  La  Platte,  and  that  said  Omaha  &  Southwest- 
ern Railway  Company  constructed  and  opened  a  passenger  depot  in 
said  town  of  La  Platte,  and  its  successors,  the  Burlington*  &  Mis- 
souri River  Railroad  Company,  have  continued  and  maintained  said 
depot  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  said  citizens  of  La  Platte, 
continuously,  from  the  time  of  its  construction  until  on  or  about 
the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  1895. 

'^  Fourth — That  the  right  of  way  for  side  tracks  and  depot  pur- 
poses was  granted  to  the  Omaha  &  Southwestern  Railway  Company 
by  the  land  owners  within  the  town  of  La  Platte  in  consideration 
only  of  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  depot  within  the  limits 
of  said  town  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  its  citizens  and  the  in- 
habitants of  the  surrounding  country. 

''  Fiflbh — That  the  Burlington  &  Missouri  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  Nebraska  was  the  successor  of  the  Omaha  &  Southwestern 
Railway  Company,  and  that  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Missouri 
Railroad  Company  is  the  lawful  successor  of  the  Burlington  & 
Missouri  Riv^r  Railroad  Company  in  Nebraska,  and  as  such  suc- 
cessor is  subject  to  all  the  rights  and  obligations  of  its  predecessors. 

''Sixth — That  the  town  of  La  Platte  has  a  population  of  about 
two  hundred  and  fifty  people;  that  it  has  a  post-office  and  is  a  busi- 
ness center  for  the  southeastern  portion  of  Sarpy  county,  and  has 
three  general  merchandise  stores  and  one  large  hotel ;  that  it  has  a 
large,  populous  and  wealthy  agricultural  community  contiguous 
thereto;  and  that  it  is  a  shipping  point  for  stock  and  farm  products, 
and  that  a  large  number  of  cars  of  stock,  farm  products,  and  other 
freight  is  annually  shipped  from  and  to  said  station  ;:  that  said  sta- 
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tion  is  also  a  passenger  station  and  that  a  large  number  of  passen- 
gers is  carried  annually  from  and  to  said  station ;  that  the  people  of 
La  Platte  and  of  the  surrounding  community  contiguous  thereto 
have  been  for  a  long  period  of  years  thus  served  and  accommodated 
by  the  use  and  convenience  of  the  said  depot  and  station  and  have 
acquired  valuable  interests  in  property  and  lands  because  of  the 
railroad  accommodations  at  that  point,  and  because  they  believed 
that  said  accommodations  would  be  maintained  by  the  defendant. 

"Seventh — That  the  station  was  closed  by  the  defendant  on  or 
about  the  1st  day  of  January,  1895,  and  that  it  has  failed,  refused 
and  neglected  to  serve  the  people  of  La  Platte  and  vicinity  by  the 
transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  to  and  from  said  station ; 
that  demand  to  reopen  said  station  has  been  made  and  refused. 

'^  Eighth — That  the  closing  of  said  station  and  the  refusal  to  ac^ 
commodate  the  people  at  that  point  by  the  said  defendant  is  detri- 
mental to  the  town  of  La  Platte  and  the  surrounding  community ; 
that  the  value  of  town  property  and  farm  lands  has  become  depre- 
ciated, and  will  continue  to  depreciate,  because*  of  the  lack  of  proper 
and  usual  railway  service  at  that  point. 

''Ninth — That  the  defendant,  in  the  proper  exercise  of  its  fran-> 
chise,  is  bound  to  so  conduct  its  business  as  to  accommodate  the 
public  along  the  line  in  a  reasonable  manner,  and  to  that  end  must 
stop  its  trains  for  the  receipt  and  discharge  of  passengers  and  freight, 
and  to  build  and  maintain  the  necessary  depot,  switches,  etc.,  for 
the  accommodation  of  business  at  centers  of  trade  and  population 
through  which  its  line  of  road  passes,  and  that  by  reason  of  the 
defendant's  refusal  to  maintain  an  open  depot  at  the  town  of  La 
Platte  it  is  acting  in  contravention  of  its  franchise  and  is  wholly 
failing  to  perform  the  solemn  duties  and  obligations  for  which  it 
was  created.'' 

And  prays  that  the  defendant  be  compelled  to  reopen  and  main- 
tain a  station  at  said  town  for  the  receipt  and  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers and  freight,  and  that  it  maintain  an  operator  in  said  depot 
for  the  full  and  proper  accommodation  of  the  public  at  that  point, 
and  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

A  certified  copy  of  the  petition  was  duly  served  upon  the  defend- 
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anty  with  the  usual  notice  aud  requirement  that  it  satisfy  the  de^ 
mands  of  said  petition  or  to  show  cause  to  this  Board  on  or  before 
the  25th  day  of  March^  1895,  why  said  order  was  not  complied 
with.  Upon  request  of  the  defendant  the  answer  day  was  contin«> 
ued  until  April  20,  1895. 

April  16,  1895,  the  defendant  filed  its  answer  to  the  petition  of 
the  plaintiff,  and,  after  admitting  that  it  is  a  corporation  as  set  forth 
in  the  petition,  and  doing  business  in  the  state,  and  that  it  is  the 
owner  and  operator  of  various  lines  of  railroad  in  fhis  state,  and  of 
the  line  running  from  Omaha  to  Plattsmouth  through  La  Piatte, 
as  set  forth  in  plaintiff's  petition,  says  that  the  fact  is  that  tlie  town 
of  La  Platte  is  a  settlement  of  insignificant  character,  and  that 
within  two  miles  of  said  settlement  is  the  station  of  Oreapolis, 
which  is  a  junction  of  lines  and  an  important  railroad  center,  and 
of  easy  access  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  La  Platte  and  the 
territory  contiguous  thereto.  It  admits  the  construction  of  a  depots 
as  set  forth  in  the  petition,  but  maintains  that  it  kept  said  station 
open  at  a  great  loss  to  itself  and  at  but  little  convenience  to  the  in- 
habitants of  said  locality  until  on  or  about  January  21, 1895,  when 
freight  and. passenger  traffic  at  said  point  had  become  so  small  that 
the  maintenance  of  said  station  was  a  constant  source  of  loss  to  this 
defendant,  there  being  exceedingly  few  passengers  and  compara- 
tively no  freight.  Denies  that  the  defendant  acquired  the  right  of 
way  in  the  town  of  La  Platte  in  consideration  only  of  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  a  depot  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  but 
avers  that  the  defendant  was  and  is  the  owner  and  seized  in  fee- 
simple  of  its  right  of  way  and  ground  within  the  town  of  La 
Platte;  and  denies  that  La  Platte  has  a  population  of  two  hundred 
fifty,  aud  avers  that,  although  long  established,  there  has  been  no 
growth  of  population,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  same  has  steadily 
decreased.  Admits  that  a  post-office  has  been  established  and  main- 
tained thereat,  \y\xt  denies  that  it  was  ever  a  business  center;  and 
denies  that  a  large  number  of  cars  of  stock  is  annually  shipped  to 
and  from  said  station,  but  alleges  and  avers  the  fact  to  be  that  even 
the  little  traffic  which  has  obtained  at  said  station  prior  to  January 
21,  1895,  has  been  produced  in  consequence  of  the  building  by  the 
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governmeDt  of  the  United  States  of  a  military  garrison  known  as 
Fort  Crook.  Denies  that  it  closed  the  station  on  or  about  the  first 
day  of  January,  but  admits  that  it  did  close  it  on  or  about  the  21st 
day  of  that  month.  Admits  the  corporate  duties  devolving  upon 
it,  and  that  it  must  stop  its  trains  for  the  reception  of  passengers 
and  freight  when  public  convenience  warrants  it  or  demands  that  it 
should  so  stop  its  trains  at  said  town,  and  denies  that  in  so  closing 
the  said  station  house  it  acted  in  contravention  of  its  franchise,  or 
that  it  has  failed  to  perform  the  duties  for  which  it  was  created,  but 
on  the  contrary  avers  that  its  actions  in  this  behalf  has  not  only 
been  warranted  but  required  in  the  interests  of  this  defendant,  its 
stockholders,  and  the  general  public.  And  further,  that  it  denies 
each  and  every  allegation  contained  in  said  petition  not  herein  spe- 
cifically admitted,  denied,  or  traversed;  and  denies  the  jurisdiction 
and  power  of  this  Board  in  the  premises  to  entertain  or  redress  the 
grievances  mentioned  in  said  petition. 

To  which  answer  a  reply  was  filed  on  the  29th  day  of  April, 
1895,  by  this  plaintiff  denying  the  allegations  set  forth  in  the  an- 
swer not  herein  specifically  admitted.  Denies  that  the  town  of 
Oreapolis  is  of  easy  access  to  the  people  of  La  Platte,  and  alleges 
that  the  Platte  river  intervenes  between  the  two  town8,and  that  there 
is  no  bridge  across  the  said  river  for  the  use  of  foot  passengers  and 
teams;  and  further  denies  that  the  defendant  has  maintained  the 
station  of  La  Platte  at  a  loss,  and  alleges  that  the  said  station  has 
always  yielded  a  fair  profit  to  the  defendant;  and  further,  that  it 
is  immaterial  to  the  matters  at  issue  whether  a  profit  was  maintained 
or  not. 

Hearing  in  this  case  was  set  for  May  1, 1895,  at  2  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  at  the  town  of  La  Platte,  both  parties  being  duly  noti- 
fied. April  29th  the  defendant  filed  a  motion  for  postponement  of 
the  hearing  until  May  20th,  which  motion  was  -granted  and  the 
time  set  for  May  20th,  1895,  at  10  o'clock  a.  M.,at  which  time  the 
secretaries  proceeded  to  La  Platte.  Plaintiffs  appeared  by  attorneys, 
Thomas  &  Nolan,  and  defendant  by  its  general  solicitor,  Chas.  F. 
Manderson.  There  being  no  official  stenographer  for  t^e  Board 
and  a  large  amount  of  testimony  to  be  taken,  it  was  agreed  by  the 
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parties  to  this  action  that  the  testimony  might  be  taken  by  Miss 
Nellie  Anderson,  stenographer. 

The^  trial  proceeded.  A  large  number  of  witnesses  were  heard, 
and  argument  of  counsel.  There  not  being  suflScient  time  for  the 
counsel  to  complete  their  argument,  the  case  was  continued  for  that 
purpose  to  the  22d  day  of  May,  at  Omaha,  at  which  time  the  sec- 
retaries proceeded  to  Omaha  and  completed  the  hearing  of  the  case. 

The  conduct  of  this  case,  the  evidence  furnished  and  argument 
made  were  as  complete  and  full  as  any  case  that  has.  been  brought 
before  the  present  secretaries.  The  first  question  that  was  raised  in 
the  argument  was  as  to  the  right  of  the  plaintiff  to  bring  a  suit  in 
the  way  it  did,  t.  e.,  in  using  the  name  of  the  state  as  plaintiff.  We 
doubt  very  much  the  expediency  or  .the  propriety  of  commencing  a 
suit  in  this  manner,  but  in^much  as  this  Board  is  more  of  a  tri- 
bunal for  investigation  of  the  matters  contained  in  the  case,  and 
could  have  proceeded  upon  its  own  motion,  either  upon  attention 
being  called  to  the  grievance  herein  set  forth  or  it  could  have  in- 
vestigated them  itself  and  proceeded  in  its  own  name,  it  would 
probably  be  only  a  delay  or  change  in  the  form  of  the  pleadings 
without  any  change  in  the  testimony  or  the  manner  of  taking  the 
same  if  the  objection  raised  by  the  defendant  was  sustained.  Rich- 
ard Hogeboom  showed  that  he  was  a  resident  of  La  Platte  and  has 
been  such  resident  for  over  thirty  years,  probably  being  one  of  the 
original  incorporators  of  the  town,  and,  the  evidence  shows,  was 
being  active  in  having  a  railroad  built  through  that  place  and  a 
depot  established  thereat;  that  he  is  a  land  owner  at  that  place  and 
ijs  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  town;  and,  we  think,  under  the 
numerous  decisions  bearing  upon  that  question,  that  he  would  have 
a  right  to  commence  suit  in  his  own  name  for  the  benefit  of  him- 
self and  other  inhabitants  of  the  town  for  anything  that  was  of  a 
public  nature  or  general  interest  to  the  town  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof. 

FINDINGS   AND   RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  find  from. the  pleadings  and  evidence  and  personal  inspection 
of  the  premises  the  following:  .  , 
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First — That  the  defendant,  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy 
Railroad  Company,  is  a  corporation  doing  a  general  railroad'  busi- 
ness under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Nebraska,  and 
is  the  successor  of  the  Burlington  and  Missouri  River  Railroad 
Company  in  Nebraska,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  Nebraska,  an4  that  such  latter  road  is  the  successor  of 
the  Omaha  &  Southwestern  Railway  Company,  which  was  also  a 
Nebraska  corporation,  and  that  said  Omaha  &  Southwestern  Rail- 
way Company,  as  such  corporation,  built,  maintained,  and  operated 
a  line  of  railroad  from  Omaha,  Nebraska,  in  a  southerly  direction 
to  the  city  of  Plattsmouth,  running  through  the  town  of  La  Platte, 
and  when  first  constructed  the  said  company  did  build,  and  its  suc- 
cessors ever  since,  until  January  21,  1895,  maintained  an  open  sta- 
tion and  depot  at  the  town  of  La  Platte;  that  the  Chicago,  Burling- 
ton &  Quincy  Railroad  Company,  as  the  successor  of  the  other  roads 
mentioned,  is  bound  by  all  the  obligations  legally  entered  into  by 
its  predecessors.* 

Second — We  further  find  that  the  town  of  La  Platte  consists  of 
about  one  hundred  and  eighty  acres  of  platted  ground,  upon  which 
there  are  about  two  hundred  and  fiTty  people;  that  there  are  three 
stores,  post-office,  elevator,  hotel,  school-house  and  two  churches  at 
said  place:  that  it  is  situated  on  the  line  of  defendant's  railroad 
six  miles  south  of  Bellevue,  the  next  station  north,  and  six  miles 
north  of  Plattsmouth,  the  first  town  on  the  south ;  that  it  is  near 
the  junction  of  the  Platte  and  Missouri  rivers;  that  the  Platte  river 
runs  by  it  on  the  south  at  a  distance  of  about  a  mile,  and  that  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  Platte  river  the  line  of  road  running  from 
Omaha  to  Plattsmouth  joins  in  with  the  main  line  of  the  Burlington 
&  Missouri  River  railroad  in  Nebraska  running  from  Plattsmouth 
to  Kearney ;  that  the  Missouri  river  is  about  three  miles  east  of  La 
Platte,  and  that  South  Omaha  is  about  twelve  miles  distant  from 
said  town ;  to  Fort  Crook,  a  station  on  the  Missouri  Pacific  rail- 
way, and  also  on  the  defendant  company's  line,  about  four  miles; 
to  Papillion,  on  the  Union  Pacific  and  Missouri  Pacific  roads,  four 
miles;  and  to  Gil  more,  on  the  Union  Pacific  road,  six  miles;  but 
that  the  station  of  Oreapolis,  the  name  of  the  junction  of  the  two 
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roads  of  defendant  aforesaid,  furnishes  uo  fiicilities  for  the  accom- 
modation  of  the  people  of  La  Platte  or  vicinity  north  of  the  Platte 
river,  there  being  no  wagon  bridge  across  the  river  at  this  place. 

Third — We  further  find  from  the  evidence,  to-wit,  the  statement 
furnished  by  Mr.  Wm.  Randall,  which  statement  is  very  complete 
and  full,  and  furnishes  a  full  statement  of  the  business  trai^sacted 
at  La  Platte  for  the  years  1891,  1892,  1893, 1894,  and  of  1895  up 
to  January  21,  that  the  business  of  said  station  is  as  set  forth  in 
the  following  tables :

Fourth — We  find  at  the  present  time,  and  since  the  removal  of  the 
operator  from  said  station,  that  the  same  number  of  trains  stop  as 
formerly ;  that  passengers  can  go  and  come  the  same  as  formerly,  ex- 
cepting that  there  is  no  convenience  at  said  station  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  when  trains  are  on  time  and  no  place  at  the  depot  in 
which  they  can  go  to  get  away  from  the  inclement  weather;  that  pas- 
sengers going  from  said  town  are  put  to  the  inconvenience  of  having 
to  pay  their  fare  on  the  train,  paying  an  additional  twenty-five  cents, 
for  which  they,  get  a  rebate,  which  must  be  cashed  at  some  ofiSce  of 
the  company ;  that  freight  is  shipped  into  said  town  upon  charges 
being  prepaid,  and  if  the  consignee  is  at  the  depot  to  receipt  for 
his  goods  he  can  receive  the  same;  but  if  he  is  not  there  the  goods 
are  carried  on  to  the  next  station  and  he  is  then  notified  and  will 
hs^ye  to  go  to  that  station  for  his  goods ;  that  in  order  to  ship  goods 
out  it  is  necessary  for  the  shipper  to  have  his  goods  billed  out  from 
some  adjoining  station,  but  that  he  can  ship  them  from  La  Platte 
either  in  car  load  lots  or  less  than  car  load  lots ;  that  at  the  present 
time  there  is  very  little  freight  to  be  shipped  out  of  La  Platte, 
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«ither  in  cur  load  lots  or  less  than  car  load  lots^  and  that  the  amount 
of  freight  to  be  shipped  in  in  less  than  car  load  lots  is  small,  and 
that  in  car  load  lota  the  present  arrangement  differs  in  no  respect 
from  when  the  company  maintained  an  agent  there.  A  study  of 
the  tables  introduced  in  evidence  shows  that  there  has  been  a  gradual 
decrease  in  the  amount  received  at  said  station  from  freight  for- 
warded. In  1891  the  amount  was  $1,075.77.  In  1894  it  was 
^273.10.  In  freight  received  there  has  been  no  decrease  or  increase 
to  any  appreciable  extent,  except  that  in  1891  it  was  more  equally< 
divided  between  freight  in  less  than  car  load  lots  and  car  load  lots 
than  in  1894,  when  most  of  the  shipments  were  in  car  load  lots.^ 
The  passenger  business  shows  a  gradual  decrease  during  this  year 
from  2,099  tickets  sold  in  1891,  to  1,374  in  1894.  We  set  these 
figures  out  for  the  purpose  of  giving  information  about  the  amount 
of  business  transacted  during  this  year,  and  in  order  to  ascertain 
what  facilities  should  be  furnished  for  the  transaction  of  such  busi- 
ness. The  amount  of  receipts  and  expenses  of  astation  is  not  the 
controlling  element  as  to  whether  a  station  should  be  maintained  or 
abandoned.  The  business  demanding  facilities  should  be  the  basis 
qpon  which  a  ruling  should  be  made  as  to  what  facilities  should  be 
furnished,  taking  into  consideration  always  the  facilities  already  en- 
joyed and  furnished  the  community. 

This  Board  has  jurisdiction  only  in  cases  where  lack  of  facilities 
for  transacting  the  business  of  a  community  is  complained  of  or 
the  violation  of  some  law  or  rule  which  a  railroad  company  should 
obey.  A  railroad  company  has  a  duty  to  perfprm,  both  to  the  ship- 
pers of  any  particular  station  and  also  to  the  general  public.  To 
the  shippers  of  a  particular  station  it  should  furnish  those  facilities 
that  are  necessary,  usual,  and  proper  in  order  to  allow  them  to  carry 
on  successfully  their  business.  To  the  public  at  large  the  railroad 
company  owes  the  duty  of  carrying  on  its  business  in  as  economical 
a  manner  as  possible,  cutting  off  all  unnecessary  expenses  at  every 
place.  The  railroad  company  under  the  law  has  a  large  discretion 
as  to  how  and  in  what  manner  facilities  shall  be  furnished  so  as  to 
furnish  the  greatest  amount  of  facilities  at  the  least  expense.  It 
costs  about  $600  a  year  to  keep  La  Platte  station  open,  that  is,  to 
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furnish  an  operator  and  to  keep  the  depot  open  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  The  question  for  us  to  decide  is  whether  this  addi- 
tional expense  is  justified  by  the  demand  for  the  difference  in  the 
facilities  as  now  furnished  and  what  they  would  be  if  the  station 
was  kept  open. 

Considerable  testimony  was  furnished  regarding  the  effect  of  dos-* 
.  ing  the  depot  on  the  value  of  land  in  and  about  the  station.  The 
opinion  of  several  witnesses  was  that  the  value  of  such  lands  would 
be  reduced  25  per  cent.  This  testimony  was  not  contradicted.  If 
the  station  was  abandoned,  as  well  as  the  depot  closed,  it  would 
probably  have  such  an  effect  But  the  station  is  not  abandoned, 
only  the  depot  closed ;  and  besides,  in  our  view  of  our  jurisdiction 
as  above  expressed,  such  testimony  of  itself  is  not  pertinent  to  the 
case  any  more  than  it  might  be  a  link  in  the  chain  of  evidence  tend- 
ing to  show  that  proper  facilities  were  not  furnished. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  simply  this:  La  Platte  is  unfortunately 
situated,  so  far  as  its  development  as  a  town  is  concerned,  it  being- 
surrounded  on  all  sides.  On  the  east  only  three  miles  away  to  the 
Missouri  river;  on  the  south  the  Platte  is  at  its  door;  and  on  the 
west  and  north  are  the  towns  of  Gibson,  South  Omaha,  Omaha  and 
Bellevue,  all  within  easy  driving  distances.  But  as  a  farming  com- 
munity the  situation  and  advantages  are  unsurpassed'  by  any  por- 
tion of  the  state.  The  farms  are  well  cultivated,  productive,  and 
valuable,  and  the  community  entitled  to  every  facility  for  the  mov- 
ing of  their  products  that  can  be  furnished  without  detriment  to 
other  communities. 

We  find  that  the  defendant  railroad  company  is  not  furnishing  at 
the  present  time  the  usual  and  necessary  facilities  that  a  community 
of  the  importance  of  La  Platte  is  entitled  to  and  the  business  re- 
quires. 

We  further  find  that  the  defendant  railroad  company  should  re-» 
open  said  La  Platte  station  and  furnish  thereat  the  usual  facilities 
of  an  open  station. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  following  order  be  made  by  the 
Board : 
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It  is  hereby  consideredy  ordered,  and  adjudged  that  the  defendant^ 
the  Chicago,  Barlington,  &  Quincy  Kailroad  Company,  reopen 
said  La  Platte  station  within  thirty  days  from  the  service  of  this 
order  npon  it,  and  furnish  the  usual  facilities  that  belong  to  an  open 
station.

In  re  Closing  of  Prairie  Home 
Station. 

No  attorney  appeared  for  the  petitioners. 

W.  F.  Evans,  attorney,  appeared  for  the  Chicago,  Kock  Island 
&  Pacific  Railroad  Company. 

This  is  an  informal  petition  of  citizens  living  at  or  near  Prairie- 
Home,  Lancaster  county,  Nebraska,  filed  April  13, 1896,  asking  that 
the  Chicago,  Rook  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be  required 
to  reopen  their  station  at  said  point,  for  the  reason  that  the  business^ 
of  that  community  is  being  injured  by  the  fact  of  such  station  being- 
closed.  A  certified  copy  of  the  petition  was  forwarded  to  the  rail- 
road company,  with  directions  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the 
same  or  to  show  cause  to  this  Board,  on  or  before  the  20th  day  or 
May,  1895,  why  it  did  not  do  so. 

On  the  18th  day  of  April,  1896,  the  defendant  railroad  company 
filed  its  answer  with  the  Board,  setting  forth  the  total  earnings  of 
the  station  for  the  months  of  January  and  February  and  the  first 
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twenty-five  days  of  March,  1895,  were  less  than  the  station  ex- 
penses, giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts  for  those 
periods;  also,  that  the  closing  of  said  station  was  only  temporary, 
and  that  as  soon  as  the  business  to  be  done  there  would  pay  r^son- 
able  operating  expenses  it  would  be  reopened. 

FINDING    OF    FACTS    AND    RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  find  from  the  evidence  produced  at  the  hearing: 

First — That  Prairie  Home  is  a  station  located  in  Lancaster 
county  on  the  main  line  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific 
Railway  Company^s  road  from  Chicago  to  Denver;  that  it  was  es- 
tablished and  opened  in  1890  when  the  road  was  first  built  from 
South  Omaha  to  Lincoln. 

Second — That  said  station  has  ever  since  it  was  first  established 
been  maintained  and  kept  as  an  open  station  until  about  the  25th 
day  of  March,  1895,  when  the  agent  was  removed  and  the  station 
closed. 

Third — That  at  the  present  time  there  are  about  one  hundred 
twenty-five  or  one  hundred  fifty  people  that  live  at  Prairie  Home 
and  the  country  tributary  thereto;  that  there  is  an  elevator  there, 
but  not  running  at  the  present  time;  one  general  store,  blacksmith 
shop,  post-office,  and  hotel;  about  twelve  families  live  on  the  town 
site. 

Fourth — That  Prairie  Home  is  seven  miles  west  of  Alvo,  the 
first  station  east  on  defendant's  line  of  road,  and  seven  miles  east 
of  Havelock,  the  first  station  west  on  said  road;  that  it  is  four 
miles  to  Waverly  on  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  on  the  north,  and  eight 
miles  southwest  to  station  on  the  M .  P.  Ry.,  and  eight  miles  south- 
east to  station  on  the  same  road ;  that  the  line  of  the  M .  P.  Ry.  is 
four  miles  south,  but  that  there  is  no  station  thereon  nearer  than 
above  mentioned;  that  Prairie  Home  is  twelve  miles  east  of  Lin- 
coln ;  that  the  business  of  the  petitioners  and  the  inhabitants  of 
said  territory  is  exclusively  farming,  with  a  very  few  exceptious; 
and  that  at  the  present  time  tliere  is  very  little  to  ship  from  said 
station  either  in  car  loads  or  less  than  car  loads. 

Fifth — That  there  are  two  trains  each  way  daily  that  stop  at 
this  station  when  flagged,  one  passenger  and   one  freight;  that 
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freight  may  be  shipped  in  at  said  station  upon  the  charges  being 
prepaid,  but  that  in  shipping  freight  out  it  is  very  inconvenient, 
especially  in  less  than  car  load  lt)ts. 

Sixth — That  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  office  at  said  sta- 
tion was  as  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

There  were  two  receipts  of  the  company  for  one  car  of  coal,  each 
dated  in  January,  for  $33  and  $33.83  respectively,  that  were  filed 
with  the  Board  'by  petitioners  after  the  hearing,  and  we  have  no 
means  of  ascertaining,  without  a  rehearing,  whether  any  portion  of 
these  sums  are  figured  in  the  receipts  for  that  month;  if  not,  then 
the  item  of  receipts  for  that  month  should  be  increased  by  those 
amounts,  making  the  total  receipts  for  freight  received  during  the: 
month  $104.91,  and  a  total  receipt  of  $216.91. 

And  for  the  last  three  months  in  1894  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures were  the  following:  October — receipts,  $22.32;  expenses,, 
$42.79.  November — receipts,  $319.26 ;  expenses,  $43.43.  Decem- 
ber— receipts,  $140.04;  expenses,  $42.90. 

Seventh — We  find  that  the  business  to  be  done  at  said  station  at 
the  present  time  does  not  demand  the  increased  expense  necessary 
to  keep  and  maintain  an  open  station. 


RECOMMENDATION. 

We  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Board  of 
Transportation  pass  and  adopt  the  following  order: 

It  is  hereby  considered  and  adjudged  that  the  prayer  of  the  pe- 
tition be  denied,  and  the  case  dismissed  with  leave  to  reopen  the 
same  at  such  time  as  the  grain  in  said  locality  begins  to  move  and 
the  increased  business  to  be  done  at  said  station  will  be  deemed  by 
the  petitioners  to  demand  the  opening  thereof.

A  considerable  portion  of  the  telegraph  lines  along  the  main  line 
of  the  road  in  Illinois  and  most  of  its  branches  was  built  prior  to 
1872,  at  which  time  the  road  was  consolidated  with  the  Iowa  prop- 
erty, on  which  latter  there  was  a  telegraph  system  built  entirely 
by  the  railroad  company;  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  telegraph 
line  along  that  portion  of  the  railroad  west  of  the  Missouri  river, 
which  was  consolidated  about  1880  with  the  road  east  of  the  Mis- 
souri river. 

In  1872,  a  written  contract,  to  run  for  twenty-five  years,  was 
made  with  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Co.,  which  contract  was, 
in  its  commercial  features,  subsequently  extended  over  all  portions 
of  the  road. 

By  ttie  terms  of  this  contract  the  railroad  company  agreed  to 
build  a  telegraph  line  along  its  road  and  branches;  and,  if  a  second 
line  was  needed,  the  telegraph  company  was  to  furnish  the  poles  and 
the  railroad  company  the  labor.  It  was  also  agreed  that  whenever 
the  railroad  company  should  require  the  exclusive  use  of  one  wire, 
the  telegraph  company  should  furnish  the  material  and  machinery 
for  an  additional  wire  and  the  railroad  company  should  furnish  the 
labor  for  putting  up  such  wire.  The  telegraph  company  agreed 
to  furnish  all  poles,  wire,  and  insulators,  and  the  stationery  for 
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commercial  business;  necessary  for  the  maintenance,  repair,  and  op- 
eration of  the  telegraph  wires  along  the  company's  road.  The 
railroad  company  agreed  to  transport  the  officers  and  employees  of 
the  telegraph  company  free,  when  traveling  on  company's  business. 
The  telegraph  company  was  to  furnish  main  batteries  and  a  certain 
amount  of  free  service  to  points  off  the  line  of  the  railroad. 
^  The  contract  also  provides  that  the  railroad  company's  agents 
shall  do  commercial  telegraphing  at  all  stations,  and  the  receipts 
are  divided  in  certain  proportions.  This  contract  will  soon  expire 
and  no  steps  have  yet  been  taken  for  its  renewal.  Under  its  opera- 
tion the  telegraph  company  constructed  some  independent  wires  on 
the  railroad  company's  property;  and  the  parties  are  not  agreed 
upon  the  question  of  ownership.

1.  Express  companies. 

By  an  agreement  with  the  American  Express  Co.,  of  date  of 
April  16th,  1894,  to  be  in  force  until  April  1st,  1899,  the  Fremont^ 
Elkhorn  &  Missouri  Valley  R.  R.  Co.  agrees  to  transport  the 
freight  of  the  express  company  over  its  lines  for  an  annual  payment 
of  $117096  for  an  estimated  tonnage,  and  an  agreed  schedule  of 
rates  for  any  excess  of  tonnage. 

2.  Mails. 

This  company  carries  United  States  mails  upon  orders  of  the 
post-office  department  for  such  compensation  as  may  l)e  from  time 
to  time  fixed.

The  sleeping  car  com- 
pany makes  all  collections  for  charges  for  accommodations  therein, 
and  pays  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operating,  with  exceptions  of 
the  cost  of  cleaning  the  exterior  of  the  cars,  fuel,  lubricants,  oil  and 
gas  for  lighting,  and  other  petty  supplies.  These  latter  items  are 
paid  by  the  railroad  company.

By  an  agreement  with  the  American  Express  Co.,  dated  April 
16th,  1894,  to  be  in  force  until  April  1st,  1899,  the  Sioux  City  & 
Pacific  R.  R.  Co.  agrees  to  transport  the  freight  of  the  express 
company  over  its  lines  for  an  annual  payment  of  $9,755.40  for  an 
estimated  tonnage,  and  an  agreed  schedule  of  rates  for  any  excess 
of  tonnage. 

•2.  Mails. 

This  company  carries  the  United  States  mails  upon  orders  of  the 
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post-offioe  department^  for  such  compensation  as  may  be  from  time 
to  time  fixed.

The  sleeping 
car  companies  make  all  collections  for  charges  for  accommodations 
therein,  and  pay  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operating,  with  excep- 
tion of  the  cost  of  cleaning  the  exterior  of  cars,  fuel,  lubricants, 
oil  and  gas  for  lighting,  and  other  petty  supplies.  These  latter 
items  are  paid  for  by  the  railroad  company.

4.  Other  railroad  companies. 

This  company  has  an  agreement  with  the  Fremont,  Elkhorn  &

"An  act  for  the  sale  of  the  Pacific  railroad  and  to  foreclose  the 
state's  lien  thereon,  and  to  amend  the  charter  thereof  by  giving  the 
state  right  to  fix  rates  after  ten  years,"  approved  March  31,  1868. 

The  Pacific  railroad  was  sold  under  foreclosure  proceedings  in 
1876,  in  the  suit  of  Geo.  £.  Ketchum  et  al.  v.  Pacific  Railroad  et 
al.,  in  the  United  States  circuit  court  for  the  eastern  district  of  Mis- 
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souri.  The  purchasers  of  the  road  organized  a  corporation  under 
the  general  railroad  law  of  Missouri,  by  articles  of  association 
filed  in  the  office  of  secretary  of  state  of  Missouri,  October  21, 1876. 
The  corporate  name  of  this  organization  was  Missouri  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company.  This  company  was  one  of  the  constituent  compa- 
nies in  the  consolidation  of  August  12,  1880,  forming  the  present 
organization,  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Company.
